PRISONER'S DEATH. 


ALLEGATIONS MADE BY 
FELLOW PRISONERS. | 


. The death of a prisonor, ~Taang 
Pul, following a disturbance fin 
the Laichikok prison on the morn- 
Ing of May 530, wna the sitbject of 
an inquest held by Mr. Hamilton, 
altting with a jury, at Kowloon 
yesterday afternoon, 

Medicnl evidence disclosed that 
the decensed had a fractured 
skull, 

Warder D. Dantels said that ha 
syent to the ‘scene of the disturb- 
ance and took charge. He search- 
ed the prisoners, mustered them, 
und took them down to the parade 
ground, With regard to the dis- 
turbance itself, he anid that there 
avas'a sudden yell, and all the 
prisoners rushed towards the 
Principal Warder. 
There were 23 prison officiala and 
about 180 prisoners. He did not 
see any prison officer using any 
kind of weapon, The prisoners 
were using weapons, and spittoons 
and water buckets were. being 
thrown through the air, Not one 
person was injured. It came as a 
surprive to him when he heard 
that one man had died. Decensed 
wis one of the beat prisoners, and 
waa a hardworking man with @ 
amile always on his face,  De- 
ceased told him thit he was sick. 
It never occurred to him that the 
deceased had been injured. 

Prisoner 7304, Lau Kee, said 
that he was hit on the head dur- 
ing the commotion. No, 6164, the 
deceased, was struck by an Indian 
warder ‘on the head with a) bam- 
boo. Witness informed Warder 
Johnstone on the same day that 
decensed was hit by the Indian, 
Ile never informed Mr, Franks or 
Principal Warder West avout It. 
until the following day, 

‘Another prisoner, Wong Chai, 
corroborated Unis evidence. 

The Indian warder, No. 150, 
anid that he did not strike anyone, 
but he pushed some of the pri- 
soners with his hands. The  pri- 
soners were in possession, of the 
Dbamboos. He did not know” the 
deceased, nor did he have a 
gruire ayrainst, him, He never 
atruck (he deceased, . 

Principal Warder’s Evidence, 

Principal Warder J.C. Weat 
anid that he arrived on the scene 
when the disturbance was at its 
height, and immediately the pri- 
soners saw him they sed. He 
saw an Indian warder's  turbadt 
being Knocked off, He did not 
“ee nsingle prison offlger with any 
kind of on weapon, He distrmed 
the prisoners.: The ‘deceased had 
nh bamboo pole in his hand, and 
was wailing to strike, but.did not 
attempt to strike him. 

He mustered them and called 
for complaints, About six men 
stepped forward, but net the de- 
: two last witnesses 
were the lights. 
nents were tuken, but nota single 
allegation ow made that a pri- 
soner had been struck, Wong 
Choi never told him that the de- 
censed had been struck by the 
Indian. , . 

About 8.15 am. he saw the de- 
ceased sitting down, and was told 
that he was sick, [ft never . oc- 
curred to him to connect it with 
the trouble. The first intimation 
he had that the deccased had been 
struck, wag. when Dr. Smalley 
rang him up and said that the de- 
ceased had a fractured skull, The 
first time that he heard that the 
decensed had been struck was on 
the following day, from the Inst 
two witnesges. 

Warder Johnstone said that 
immediately after the disturbance 
he tuok statements from the Inst 
two witnesses, kmong others, but 
neither of them had said that the 
deceased had been struck. ; 

Mr. J. Ifranks, . Superintendent 
of Prisons, snid that he saw both 
the lust witnesses on Saturday, 
but neither snid that he saw the 
deveuaed struck. They did not 
say so tntil the following day, 
when they heard that the deceauod 
had: died. The Indian warder 
No. b30 was «a good officer. The 
disturbance war the result of 
some resentment against a” par- 
ticular junior warder, but it was 
not against the senior officers.

CHINESE GOVERNMENT. 


. * — Canton,.June 16. 

Whilo official, circles are *re- 
ticent over the peace negotiations 
with Mr. Chang Chi, the Nanking 
emissary, one of the loaders here 
In understood to have proposed 
tho establishment of four govern- 
ments In Chinn, Marshal Chiang 
Kal-shek to contro! south-custern 
China administering the Central 
Government at Nanking, Mr, 
Wang Ching-wel to. administer 
north-western Chinn, Mr. Hu Han? 
min to control south-western 
China and’ General Chang -Hsuch- 
liang to.govern Munchuria and 
certain provinces in north-eastern 
China, The above. proposal waa 
originally made by Mr. Li Shih. 
tueng, a prominent Nanking man, 
who, however, has made no sug- 
gestion concerning the election of 
tho lenders for the four govern. 
ments, The suggestion seeks the 
retention of a central government 
to deal with forefgn powers. 

The Canton leaders also‘ de- 
mind the dismissat of Mr. T.'V. 
Soong, Shiwo Lih-tsu a 
Yun-tal who occupy important 
posts in Nanking. , 

Merthants Denounce War. 

Determined to have a aay in the 
settlement of the present political 
situation, and, if necessury, to 
exert every possible influence to 
avert hostilities betaveen Nanking 
and Canton, about 200 steading 
merchants, representatives of the 
yirious industrial, mercantile and 
financial concerns in Shanghal, 
assembled Inst week in the audi- 
torium of the Joeal Chinese Cham- 
ber of Commerce, when the ques- 
tion of ‘the peaceful solution of 
the present = political imbroglio 
was brought up fer intensive dis- 
cussion. The meeting was presid- 
ed over by Mr. Wang -Shino-lai, 
President of the Chamber. 

Addressing the ‘gathering, Mr, 
Wang declared, that Ching could 
not afford to finance another civil 
wnr in view of the serious —im- 
poverishment of the entire coun- 
try and also) the communtat 
menace, It was emphasized that, 
in puch circumstances, it was the 
paramount duty of the people to 
uphold national peace and tinlifica. 
tion, in order that the -Govern- 
ment could devote its entire time 
and energies to the  anti-com- 
munist campaign and national re- 
construction. . 

Revolutions Passed.

3—That. a telegram be dis- 
matched to Mr. Hu Han-min, e&x- 
President of the Legislative Yuan, 
urging him to prevail on the Can- 
ton lenders to bury the hatchet 
and sink personal grudges for the 
anke of the country. 

4.—-That another telegram be 
dispntched to General Chan Chai- 
tong at Canton, urging him to re- 
(rain © from offensive attacks 
against the’ Government. 

&.—That a third telegram be 
dispatched to Mr. San Fo, urging 
him to carry yn perce mediation. 

G—That n circular telegram be 
{ssued to the various chambers of 
commerce throughout the country, 
urging them to adopt a similar 
attitude towarda tha matter.

New York, May 12, 
Americn’s cleverest “gentleman 
burglar," Roy Herbert Sloane, was 
murdered ‘to-day as he stepped out 
of the Mad Dot Bont Club, New 


York, a drinking resort, to meet’ 


au rain of bullets from a passing 
eur. : 
He was killed by criminal accom- 


plices, who feared that he might 


betray them. 

Sloane, who was 30, presented a 
strange problem in psychology. 
His father was a clergyman and 
his mother, who stuck to her 
erring son to the end, a Doctor of 
Philosophy. _ religious teacher, 


Writer on education and founder’ 


of the National Arts and Crafts 
Institute, Washington. 
Chose Criminal Career. 

At school Sloane was hailed as 
n prodigy for whom his teachers 
prophested a brilliant: career, and 
at Columbia University and the 
Carnegie Technical Institute, where 
he completed hia eduention, his 
mechanical attainments proved to 
be of a high order, and he invent- 
ed an acroplane stabiliser. : 

With this splendid start in life, 
young: Sloane deliberately chose to 
become a criminal, and his educa- 
tion and heritage of culture enabled 
him to play the part of a polished 
Raites or Arsene Lupin. 

Graduating a8 oa burglar in 
Ponnsylvania, he was first: arrest- 
ed in New York five years’ ago, 
When he was ceught at the wheel 
of n stolen car and sent to Sing 
Sing for ten years, 

In prison he devoted his mechani- 
eal tents to devising plans for 
eteape, and out of a apoon he 
fashioned a key to anlock — cell 
doors, On mere than one occasfon 
a plot he had engineered to relense 
prisoners owas discovered in the 
nick of time, and for this he was 
given oa seven-years’ additional 
sentence, So great owas his 
mechanical ingenuity that or- 
dinary bars could not hold him, 

Brilliance at Law, 

Sloane then took up the study of 
Jaw in gaol, applied for a fresh 
trial ound oargued his case” so 
brilliantly before a jury that he 
secured an acquittal, Then he set 
himself to modify the extra seven 
years’ sentence for prison-breaking 
and displayed reat legal genius in 
securing his freedom from season- 
eth judges of the Court of Appeals 
last’ December, 

[t was then announced that’ he 
intended to take up uw as a pro- 
fession and he entered a New York 
Attorney's office; but the lure of 
crime was too strong and he was 
recently arrested for an attempted 
jewel robbery in Fifth Avenue, 

He was on bail awaiting — trial 
when the underworld put him “on 
the spot" to-day, and this former 
hoy prodigy came to the’ miserable 
end that overtakes | every gang 
deader sooner or later, : 

At the time of his death — his 
mother was at, home, two ‘miles 
way, praying for his safety.
